Tha London Times of a recent date 
says: The .success of the night .iltack in 
tlie Hi;yptiiin cainpaiLiii having K-d Ici a 
study i)f tlii.s incident ..f warfare, the m\\i- 
jcct fi)Miied the text iif a pa[)er ii^id liilely 
at the Uoyal United Service 1 iistuutiuii, 
the re;ider being (Juptain K. 1''. ilohn- 
.11. n, K. .\., of the iutelligeuoe brinch of 
the departnieiit. The chairman, in in- 
t rmlucing the lectin-iu', .said tliat (.';i|Main 
• lidiiisuii had been iiislnictcd In e.\aiume 
the aubjecl of iiii^ht utlack.s- a sidi.ject 
whic!i, by leaauii of the increa.tiiig power 
of long r.mge tire and of iui|irovonients 
in small araia, wa.s hecoining cf mure iin 
portanco than over. Captain .lohiiaon ha.l 
prepared ii very valuable pajjcr, which 
would bo heard with interest by menibei's 
of the iiiBiitutioii. tJaptaiii .1 nhiiBon cuni- 
ineui ed by reinarkiiiL; that tlie .study of 
tighliiifi by night wa.s vury e.xteii.sive, lur, 
in addition li) ismbuuyiiiL! nio.st of the 
branches of the sciuncu of battles by day, 
it had many others peculiar to itself. Ho 
oxpresaod hia inttentlon, in order to brinj; 
the subject with manageable liiiiit.s, to 
refer to such action.s i,iily as hail either 
commenced or tinishud in the dark, luav 
ing out of consideration nocturnal opera- 
tions to surprise the enemy ne.xt day, to 
nail! time, or avoid pursuit and combats 
in the dark, which had been simply parts 
of great battles. 

Oi all such oporatidiiH he L;avo leading 
and inteieating exaniplii.s, and then pro- 
oeeding with hia subject as lirniud, he 
said that the night attacks had lieen in 
cidents in the wars of all ages, as instan- 
ced by the one made by Gideon on the 
Midianites, by that iniido by the Athen- 
ians under Demoathones on .SyraeuHe, by 
the cavalry attacks at night by Hannibal 
on the Cunaiil Juniu.s, and by tlm nnivor- 
sally known attack by the (iaula on the 
capital, frustrated by the cackling cf 
.yueso. It was, however, in nu)dorn wars 
that useful examples of this cla.sB nf at- 
tacks liad to be sought, for this kind of 
enterprise, which wua frequent in the last 
century, became rare, evcept in the c;j^ 
of sieges, during the Napoleonic period 
was o.\plained by Clausowitz to bo due to 
the active taetics of fiapoleon, rundering a 
knowledfje of the enemy's position dilii- 
cult to obtain and uncertain, iind then, 
too, the veteran troops could not lie 
"caught napping. " Tnwiird the i;ii(l of 
the period, however, when bis tidnps were 
young and unfurrned, this kind uf an at 
tack was much used. Nowadays, though 
the iidvantagea of surprise wore as great 
as ever, there was much stronger reason 
[or undertaking the risk of night fighting 
in the deadly etl'ect of modern tireariiis : 
and the facilities for avoiding it afl'orded I 
by the veil of darkness. .\t the same | 
time, also, that the advantages of night 
attacks were becoming greater, their e.\- j 
edition w.as eaaieri for the same cause 
rendered intrenchmonts necceaaaiy, while ■ 
practice and progress should be able to j 
simplify the combintttioii.s and maineiivroa ' 
reijuired. I 

The lecturer divided the varimis kinds 
of attacks into olasacs, and pointed out 
the leading peculiarities of each class, as 
tlie nature of and engagement varied with 
it« ohjpft, locality, and surroiuuliii'-' cir- 
oumatancus. Ue ([iioled the opiiu.ni ot 
Wellington that night attacks would not 
be successful if the morale of the gani.sons 
was good, saying, -"Night att.icks upon 
good troops are .selcloiu succes.sfiil," and 
added that the moat eminent coiiiiiianders 
and military writers, who had exiirefsed 
their views on the subject, had recogni/.- 
ud that the chief churacterialic of night 
lighting w;is the treinendoiis role in it 
played by chance, and, while admitting 
the possibility of great rcHults, had re- 
garded it with disfavor, and had consider- 
ed success to bo the exception, and not 
the rule. Military science, after expos- 
ing the greatness of the risks of those en- 
terprises, would require a ci'inplete justi- 
fication for running them, and that justi- 
fication was to be sought in neco.sHity, in 
the probability of success, or in fact that 
the value of the advantages to he gaiiieil 
far outweighed the risks incurred. The 
lecturer then dealt e.xhauplively with the 
manner of working out night attacks, and 
at the conclusion the chairiimn intimated 
that the day's proceedings only comprised 
a part of the subiect, upon which a dis- 
cussion would follow on the ae.\t oc- 
casion .

Soiuo 
eight or nine months ago a young man of 
ihi.s city b^il^■;lHO'*eIlgaged to a young lady, 
also a ri'siiioiit here, lie is about twenty- 
eight, and she ybout twenty years of .ige. 
Due morning, some throe weeks after their 
ongagumoiit, the young lady received a 
letter with the Portland postmark on thp 
envelope. Oponing it, she found a piece 
of very line note paper, about two inches 
wnie, on which waa written these words: 

•■ N'our lover's wife and child are in 

I'loston. 

(.Signed) "Sev." 
The pomin lady was shocked at this 
revelation of her lover's purlidy, and she 
aeiil him away from the house when he 
inado Ilia next call in a very abrupt man- 
ner, but it ilul not end there. The first 
letter was followed by many more, and 
at last the much tormeiiled girl fell aick, 
and for many days her life was ^despaired 
of.

an insane brain. They colitiiuied to 
come, 111 fad they came in all the time. 
They were found folded into the muru- 
iiiK paper, they were found in the bas- 
kets of groceries loft at the house, and at 
one time f.voiity-tive of the notes, rolled 
togellu-r, were loiiiid in the front yard. 
I'Jveiy possible ollort waa made to discover 
the author of the letters, but all in vain.

NEVIS jR HAD A POLICY. 

The Standiml is so ilia^'usti'd with the 
present state of things aiul the good pros- 
pectH of the i>iovinee, that it appears to l?e 
at it8 wit.s eud how to put a face on the 
iniitter, iiiul yots somewhat luixod uj) in 
trying to yet tiling's right. In the first pliiee 
it Buys till' pri'MMit yuveniinont never hiid ii 
liolicty; then it siiys the yive-iiwiiy policy 
whieh they eliiini was iimde up at Ottawa: 
and tiually, that "every ol)serviug man may 
know that the pvescjit prosperity ooumiene- 
ed with the uoiistrnetioii of the Canadian 
rucilic, couseqnently tlie improvement in 
hiisiuuHH iniiHt have eommeneed (hiring the 
Walkeiu-Beaveii government! No donht 
the oomiueueement of the railway did in 
Koine meaHure utlect the province and liven 
things a little, altUongb the ruault as re- 
gards the ishind was not very brilliant; bnt 
our contemporary franhly enough admits 
that it was ilie railway fonstructiou and nut 
tlie Witlkem-Beaveii govurnment that pro- 
duced oven the semblauee of a change. The 
"oh.serviiig man" lias doubth-ss not forgot- 
ten the energotie administration referred to, 
nor could he fail to observe the dead and 
alive state of things whieh prevailed, not 
only in Victoria hut the province generally, 
up to the last two years, at which time the 
members of that govornmeut were tottering 
to their political graves after having tried to 
bury the province and everybody in it. The 
"observing man, will also be able to form a 
comparison for himself of the condition of 
things at the present time, and that of the 
Aendian period mentioned and be able to 
draw his own conclusions, lint, says our 
eontomporary . the fearful impetus that was 
given to the prosjjurity of the province, by 
the exhuberaut vitality of the Wnlkeni- 
Beaven government has been "impeded by 
the blundering and iuc'onipcteuce of the 
present ministry, but nevertheless it is stih 
hearing fruit." Had the present govern- 
ment only had capacity enough to borrow 
money to complete the dry dock by day's 
work, that institution would now have been 
piling up a yearly revenue that 
would have enabled us to Oonstmet more 
drydocks, equally profitable to the 
province. Of course, it is :i little strange 
that the W'alkeii Boaveii govornmeiit, 
knowing the advantages of completing the 
present dry-dock, or even building a whole 
row of them (all yielding big revenues) 
failed in tlio cour.se of seven or eight 
years to put a public work through that 
should only have occupied two. Rut 
perhap they were so much engaged in 
directing the flood of prosperity and en- 
terprise that atlUctod their administra- 
tion into proper channels, that a little 
oversight like this was excusable, and any 
one who views the ma^jnificent mud-hole 
tliey loft behind them will be struck with 
their great capacity for spade labor. This 
celebrated VValketn-Beaven government 
is always served out like Worcestershire 
sauce whenever our contemporary wishes 
to dish it up hut for the present ministry. 
But the governmont it is said have notonly 
given away the dry-dock, but all the 
available land.s of tlie province have been 
allowed to be swallowod up by speculators, 
under the famous Walkem-Beaven act, 
that only charged the speculator $1 an 
acre if he took tiie whole province. It is 
only fair to say that while the rate 
to settlers is §1 an acre under the 
act introduced by the [iresont ministry, to 
apeculatdrs it is S'J.oO with a limit of (j-10 
acres. Our contemporary may say "oh! 
yes, after.s a conaiderablo portion of the 
horso is stolen. " But who loft the stable 
door without a lock/ Our contemporary 
after tirst modestly attributing the pre- 
sent prosperity virtually to the occult in-

New York, March 20.— "When di 
cussing the question of how woman suf- 
frage works in Wyoming, you must ban- 
ish from your mind all notion of ses;" re- 
marked Mr. William T. Shaffer to-day, 
"fur tho franchise reqognizos no distinc- 
tion whatever. " Mr^ Shaffer, a Peun- 
aylvantan by birth, is now editor of the 
Chieftain, utEvauaton, Wyo., only about 
one hundred miles from Salt Lake. "There 
is," ho continued, "exactly the same re- 
quirements to both 80X0S. Thoy must 
be 'Jl years of ago and citizens of the 
United States, native or naturalized." 

"Is the privilege popular among you 
and generally taken cidvantago of by the 
women'/" 

"Why, certainly, it is popular. If tho 
question was put tu a vote to-day in tho 
'i'erritory I don't believe thoro would bo 
duzen in favor of a change. But you 
Eastern folks can't fully realize how it 
works and the practiml benefit we get 
from tho system, because the only idea 
yt u c-iii form of a polling place includes a 
lot of pushing and disorderly ward huni- 
niers, howling from auiiriao until sunaot, 
and viaiting tho neighboring gin mills 
every fow minutes fur campaign ammuni- 
tion. The ballot is quite as important a 
feature of our government aa religion, or 
education, or tho courts. Why not car- 
ry it on in the .same way? Why not sur- 
round the polling places with tho same 
orderly induences that surround the courts 
and tho schools/ Make them respectable, 
decent and respected. No sane man can 
explain why tho important function of 
citizenship should be singled out for a 
Donnybrook 'hoorah' and turned into a 
riotous travesty on aociety. Wo do 
thinga ditlorontly in Wyoming, very much, 
no doubt, and possibly altogether, because 
of the appearance of women at the polls, 
with the same rights and powers that we 
have. We could not tolerate ruffianism 
in the presence of our wives and daught- 
ers, and our elections are as quiet as the 
meeting of a Sunday school board or a 
graveyard directory. 

"Mow do the women vote!" 
"Well, we have two approiudies to the 
pedis; one for pi^oplo on foot and tho other 
for carriages. On election day every avail- 
able te'am is engaged to tho contending pol- 
itical pnrtii:s, and you can't find more res- 
jiectable and good-natured chivalry any- 
where than in getting the ladies .out to vote. 
It's u regular New Year's holiday. The 
workers ai'e told juHt what time to cull for 
the fair sex, and they are gallantly driven to 
the ballot box through the carriage-way, de- 
posit their tickets without getting out, and 
then on home. They challenge just like 
men for under-age, non-residonco or iion- 
eitizeiiship. So it works in the towns. As 
to the country, where the voter has miles to 
go, ho simply takes the whole family in- 
stead of the boys — only a few more iu the 
spring wagon, that's nil. No other difl'er- 
once in the principle and its practical ap- 
plication," 

"How long has woman suffrage been in 
vogue there'?" 

"About fifteen years; nearly ever since 
the territory was eBtablished, and the law 
was passed fyr this reason: A new country 
like that will naturally be iufeKtoJ with a 
lot of transient advouturers, such as herd- 
ers, cowboys aud prospectors. They are 
here to-day and gouo to-morrow, have no 
iutorost whatever in tbe territory unless it 
happens to adniiuistor at once to their 
greed If thoy remain in any one locality 
long enough to vote, the luau who haa come 
to stay permanently settled on a ranch and 
has everything staked on orderly govern- 
ment and good legislation stands a slim 
chance at the ballot box with these irres- 
ponsible parties. Now the man who comes 
to settle 'for keeps' generally brings his 
family with hiui, and it was in order to pro- 
tect this class aud give them a chance for 
security through the polls that the legisla- 
ture granted women also the right to vote. 
Hrighaiii Voung was shrewd enough to see 
that the same priuei])li^ ap])liod to Utah 
woulil give iloriiionism a tromeiulous ad- 
vantage over both internal and external 
foes, aud the experiment, as all know, has 
met with such wonderful success that Utah 
goes right along maintaining a quiet defi- 
ance to the prejudice of the entire country 
and the most adroitly-framed laws (hat 
eongresH can invoiit. "

Poor Prospects fur the Passat^o 
ol Eitiicr iTIcasiire tiiis 
>i«*ssloii. 

Washinhton, March '.'A. — Senator Mil- 
ler's Chinese bill camo ui) iu tho sonato 
Thursday, during the morning hour, and 
upon an objection offered by Wilson of 
Iowa waa placed upon the calendar. The 
rule limiting speeches to fivo minutos pre- 
vails during tho morning hour of tho son- 
ate, and WilaQii baaed his objection on 
tho fact that tho bill was too important to 
bo discu.saod under such reatrictiona. In 
tho place assigned it on the regular calen- 
dar thu bill, besides being behind all ap- 
propriation bills, has several important 
measures ahead of it. A month will pro- 
bably olapso before it can bo reached. 

The house Chinoso bill, which is in 
charge of Mr. Lamb of Indiana, may be 
brought up in some ahape a wook from to- 
day. Two weeks ago, in call of commit- 
tees to suspend the rules, the committoo 
on foreign aflairs was not reached, lieiico i 
Mr. Lamb was uiiablo to luuvo a day for 
consideration, as ho intundod. Another 
call of committooi doos not occur until the 
third Monday in April, by which time the 
tarillf debate will be under full headway. 
Ljumb has promised California members 
that ho will, a week from to-day, nmvo 
to pass the bill when iiieinbors are rocog- 
nigod to Hiispend the rules, and ho has 
placed his rmmo on Speaker Curlislu's list 
for that purpose. Thoro uro so many 
moinbors ahead of him, however, that it 
is not likely his name will be reached. 
Tho only chance for tho bill, therefore, 
appear to bo on thu third Monday in 
April, and in all probability on that day 
it vfill be crowded out by tho lurifl'. Tho 
proapeota of Chinoso legislation this aea- 
ston, therefore, are not very brilliant.
